Toilet Whispers. 

The secrets of beaut.v and good 
health are plenty of natural exer¬ 
cise, good plain nourishing food'at 
regular intervals, daily bathing 
and proper breathing—not one in 
fifty uses good judgment with re¬ 
gard to either—and a healthful oc¬ 
cupation for the mind. 

Just the many simple things 
woman can do to preserve and en¬ 
hance her charms, such as thf' 
daily bath, the daily walk, plenty 
of ventilation iu rooiiis, partaking 
of plain, good food, and avoiding 
strong tea and coffee, she ivill not 
do, and the things she ought not 
to do, such as eating Sweets, tak¬ 
ing meals at irregular hour,'?, sit¬ 
ting indoors day after [day, etc., 
etc,, she insists upon doing, and 
then wonders why her skin is sal¬ 
low, her eyes dull, her figure not 
developed, etc. 

Beginning with the feet it may 
surprise those who have never in¬ 
vestigated the subject to be told 
that a healthful condition of the’ 
feet if as closely connected with 
happiness, and a sound condition 
of the whole body, and particular¬ 
ly the brain and nervous system, 
us a healthy state of the teeth. 
The feet should he bathed every 
night, if not night and morning, 
in tepid water, to which has been 
added a few drops of ammonia 
The feet need more attention in 
the way of cleanliness than the 
hands, for the.y get no ventilation 
through the leather cages in which 
they are encased for hours at a 
time, and it is astonishing the 
amount of neglect which the poor 
feet got, and which they will bear. 

Change the stockings daily, apd 
the boots or shoes as often as the 
rJit are tired. 

Ileraember, too, that good nour¬ 
ishing food, plenty of baths, and 
outdoor exercise' will do more to 
give a good complexion than all 
the artificial aids put together. 

Try a bath daily for a month, 
and prove for yourself the im¬ 
mense improvement in the com¬ 
plexion, while daily friction with 
a firm towel will give you flesh 
like unto velvet and add much 
vigor to the frame; 

For your face use tepid water 
and a pinch of borax, bathe well } 
then if the flesh is flabby, bathe 
with cold water, to which add a 
pinch of borax and a few drops of 
tau de Cologne, or a squeeze of 
lemon Juice; bathe thoroughly, as 
this will ensure firmness of flesh, 
and in lime rid you of lines, etc.

A Few Words About Milk. 
There is no one article of diet so 
natural a food for all human be¬ 
ings as milk, and the physician is 
often much disappointed and vex 
ed by patients in need of milk 
when they say they positively can¬ 
not take it. 

Much of the success in pulling a 
patient through a disease like ty¬ 
phoid fever may depend on a liber 
al ingestion of milk. What must 
be done in these cases? First, we 
may try ^ pinch of salt in each 
draught, or a teaspooiiful or two 
of lime water. Often four of five 
grains of caroidor vegetable pep¬ 
sin, taken a few minutes previous 
to the milk ingestion, will prove 
the thing needful. Whenever it 
becomes necessary for me to find 
a substitute for milk I resort to 
malt cream—not malted milk—. 
that proving more nourishing than 
the latter- It is to be used in the 
same variety of ways—powder or 
tablets—the latter seeming lo mo 
to be a good substitute for candy 
when the children tease for sweets. 
There is enough in milk to keep 
those people who have no appe¬ 
tites from starving. If we can in¬ 
duce them to drink itj and It Is of-' 
ten worth while to experiment 
quite a little before giving it dp.— 
Transcript. 


The sticky fly paper used ip 
snmmer to catch flies is said to 
make an excellent mouse trap. 
Lava sheet of it in front of the 
hole from whicn the mice emerge, 
and it will hold them fast until 
you can capture them. The same 
paper can be used again and again. 
This is better than poisoning them, 
Borax is much to.be preferred to 
ammonia for cleaning badly soiled 
paint. It is much better for the 
bands, too. Use borax to whiten 
the lace curtains and save rubbing. 
Two tablespoonfuls to a tub of 
water and let the curtains soak 
half an hour. First, however, re¬ 
move the worst of the dust and i 
grime by squeezing through a tep¬ 
id suds. 

A nice way to use up cold soda 
biscuit is to cut them in slices, dip 
each slice in a batter made of one 
egg, a pinch of salt two heaped 
spoonfuls of flour and half a cup of 
milk. Fry brown on hot buttered 
griddle and serve with butter and 
sugar while very hot. They are 
so good you’ll find yourself glad 
wben there are plenty of biscuit 
left to warm over. 

Unslaked lime is excellent for 
cleaning small articles in steel, 
jewelry, buckles and the like. 

Clothespins boiled a few minutes 
and quickly dried, once or twice a 
month, become more durable. 

Milk in boiling always forms a 
peculiar acid, so a, pinch of soda 
should be added when beginning 
to cook. 

Alum and piaster of Paris mix¬ 
ed with water and used in liquid 
state form a hard composition and 
a useful cement. 

To clean silk, sponge it with 
equal parts of black tea and vine¬ 
gar. Shake until nearly-dry and 
then press with an iron that is half 
hot. . 

' To exterminate moths from 
trunks and chests, wash well with 
borax water, and after drying use 
benzine. Air and sun well before 
using. 

Table oilcloth may be used for 
covering walls just as well as,pa¬ 
per is used, and can be put on 
those where paper will not stick. 

It is nearly as cheap, wears much 
longer, may be cleaned easier than 
paint, and is more satisfactory in 
some cases- 

Salt fish are quickest and best 
freshened by soaking in sour milk. 

Fresh meat beginning to sour, 
will sweeten if placed out of doors 
in the cool air over night.
